Rights hail bobbed up again, 
in a notable conference at 
Columbus, O., of two thirds 
of 
the 
state 
governors. 
There were some unusually 
able men there, and they 
did some unusual things. Of 
these the most impressive 
was the resolution declar­ 
ing against further federal 
intrusion 
upon 
the 
privi­ 
leges of the separate states. 
“It 
is 
the 
considered 
judgment 
of 
the 
confer­ 
ence,’’ they said, “that no 
further 
condescensions 
or 
enroachments 
on 
states 
rights should be agreed to 
except such as may clearly 
be 
necessary 
to 
achieve 
victory. All rights of states 
heretofore 
relinquished 
to 
further 
the 
war 
effort 
should be promptlv reclaim­ 
ed after the war.” 
This statement is clearly 
r 
line 
with the freedom 
and democracy that Ameri­ 
cans cherish. But it seems 
to be against evolution. In 
civil life, itself “the indi­ 
vidual 
withers 
and 
the 
world is more and more.” 
And in public life of mod­ 
ern 
nations, 
especially, 
governmental a u t h o r i t y 
flow s to central reservoirs 
of power. Congress becomes 
“more and more,” in its re­ 
lations with lesser units of 
government, and the Presi­ 
dency itself becomes more 
powerful 
with 
relation 
to 
Congress. And whether this 
trend can be stopped is a 
question for endless argu­ 
ment.

2 CASES INFANTILE 
LIEUT. BILL R O BESO N HOME O N

With th* diagnosis of two infan­ 
tile paralysis rases 
in 
N avarro 
county 
late 
Tuesday, the City- 
County Health Departm ent moved 
today to take precautionary m eas­ 
ures against spread of the disease. 
After a meeting of the depart­ 
ment's 
advisory 
committee 
this 
morning. Dr. F. E. Sadler, health 
officer, said the situation in N a­ 
varro county is not alarm ing hut 
made three suggestions th at will 
prevent spread of the disease. 
Claan-lp Campaign. 
I. A general clean-up campaign 
with emphasis on killing flies, and 
removal of their breeding places. 
2 
Keep young 
children 
away 
from public meeting places. 
3 Screening, fly-proofing and rat- 
proofing houses, all places where 
food is handled, and dry toilets. 
"One case of polio was diagnosed 
at 621 West P a rk Avenue and the 
other in Rice," Dr. Sadler told the 
advisory committee. 
"It should be noted,” Dr. Sadler 
added, "that neither case originat­ 
ed in this county. One was reported 
brought to Rice from Ennis and 
the other was brought to Corsi­ 
cana from Buffalo. The child at 
Rice has been taken to a Dallas 
hospital.” 
Dr. Sadler said it will 
not 
he 
necessary to close places of busi­ 
ness 
entertainm ent or recreation 
where people congregate, but he 
left the responsibility squarely up 
to the parents of young children to 
keep them away from such places. 
Urges Elimination of Files. 
"While the means of the tra n s­ 
mission of polio has not been defin­ 
itely proven, it has been shown that 
flies carry the germ,” Dr. Sadler 
pointed out. 
"Therefore, by the elimination of 
flies, and their breeding places, we 
lessen the possibility of the spread 
of infantile paralysis.” 
He put particular emphasis on 
the necessity for cutting weeds, re­ 
moving tin cans where water can 
collect, and keeping garbage and 
trash cans covered. 
Members of the advisory board 
present were County Judge E. D. 
(Dit) McCormick, 
Mrs. 
W. 
K. 
Steele, Dr. J. Wilson David, County 
Superintendent J. C. Watson. Mayor 
John C. Calhoun and Dr. W. T. 
Shell, Jr., city health officer. 
Dr. Sadler told the hoard that 
he visited Rice city officials Tues­ 
day afternoon and they agreed to 
rn sweeping clean-up campaign for 
the removal of insanitary condi­ 
tions. He said he hoped the citizens 
of Corsicana would co-operate with 
his departm ent in a similar cam ­ 
paign.

Bill Robeson is home on 
leave after facing death from three 
sources in the green hell of a South 
American jungle In which he and 
his transport 
plane 
crew 
were 
forced to make a crash landing. 
j 
Escaping from the crash withi 
only minor injuries, they n arro w -1 
ly escaped suffocation by mud, star-! 
vat ion during a 20-day trek hack 
to civilization through the jungle, 
and infection by malaria-infested j 
mosquitos in addition to other ev er-; 
present hazards of the deep jungles I 
But Lieut. Robeson, taking it easy ; 
at the home of his parents, Mr ! 
and Mrs. P. IL Robeson, 1410 W est j 
First Avenue, looked none the worse 
for his thrilling experience. 
All Lost Weight. 
"The 
20-day 
trip 
through the 
jungle cost each of us about 25 
pounds in weight, hut I’ve gained 
bark all except five pounds,” he 
said. 
There s a reason for his rapid re­ 
covery of lost weight: 
"When we got back to the An­ 
tilles Air Command h eadq uarters., 
they put us to bed for rest and ob­ 
servation. They woke ue up every 
three 
or 
four hours for a cold 
shower and made us eat another 
meal. I’ve never eaten so much In ! 
such a short time,” he said. 
I 
Lieut. Robeson surprised his par- 
I ents last week with a telephone j 
call from an Army general hospital ■ 
in San Antonio, where he had been 
sent for additional rest before his j 
furlough, when Mr. and Mrs. Robe­ 
son had no idea he was co m in g 1 
home. 
He was piloting a flying hospital 
ship from British Guinea to Brazil; 
from whence he would take It t o ‘ 
North Africa to put it into service 
for the Allies. 
Over the thick jungles of Dutch 
Guinea at a high altitude, the radio 
went out of commission, and Lieut. 
Robeson dropped to 1,500 feet so 
the navigator could keep his bear­ 
ings. 
Both Motors Cut Out. 
"Both motors of the plane cut 
out at once,” he said, "and I quick­ 
ly spotted a small clearing in the 
jungle. Lucky it was, too, th at the 
clearing (savannah) was there for 
us to land in, because if we’d had 
to land In the jungle, all of us 
would have been killed. 
"The clearing turned out to be 
a jungle swamp over our heads in 
oozy mud. I landed the plane with 
the wheels up and it came to a 
stop after sliding about 50 feet, the 
propellers 
digging 
into the soft 
mud,” he went on. 
"Up went the tail and the plane 
buried its nose in the mud. The im­ 
pact and mud pressure broke in 
the windows and 
Flight Officer 
Stanley T. Carter of Bemidji, Minn., 
T-Sgt. Arthur Rowlen 
of 
Jones, 
Okla., and I were completely cov­ 
ered by a surge of slime. Cpl. Wil­ 
liam J. Manley of Hoeanaba, Mich., 
radio operator, was pinned under 
a seat,” Lieut. Robeson said. 
After a few seconds hesitation, 
the weight of the plane caused the 
tail to settle and the nose holding 
the three trapped men was partial­ 
ly exposed. 
The men fought their heads above 
the level of slime and mud and 
found a breathing space, but were 
unable to move because 
of 
the 
smashed instruments and panels. 
Cut Way Out. 
"Sgt. Rowlen crawled to the rear 
cabin and found an emergency axe,” 
Lieut. Robeson continued. "He cut 
his way out, made his way to the 
front of the plane, and began try­ 
ing to cut us out. 
"He bogged down in the mud 
with every stroke of the axe. F in­ 
ally, he crawled to the top of the 
plane and began cutting a hole in 
the top. It took him more than half 
an hour to get the hole big enough, 
and then he pulled Carter out. To­ 
gether they pulled Cpl. Manley and 
me out of the plane,” Lieut. Robe­ 
son went on. 
He said the remainder of the day 
was spent administering first aid 
to each other, none of whom was 
seriously injured except Cpl. Man­ 
ley who had a dislocated shoulder 
and fractured ankle. 
"During the first two days we 
stayed at the plane living on em er­ 
gency rations of powdered soup 
and milk mixed with what rain­ 
water we could catch in our sun- 


1 helmets We also had enough choco­ 
late bars to last us another 13- 
days 
Failed Attract Attention. 
"We spread our parachutes over 
the plane and put yellow life rafts 
on the wing tips to make th# plane 
visible to planes. And the planes 
flew hack and forth over us hut 
none ever spotted us,” the pilot 
said. 
On the third day, Flight Officer 
Carter and Sgt. Rowlen made 
short reconnaissance of the area 
but were unable to see anything ex­ 
cept a vast swampy jungle 
Be­ 
cause of Cpl. Manley's Injured leg, 
the four men waited seven days 
before starting their trek through 
the tropical maze, 
"While we were 
waiting, 
we 
found some ply-wood In the cabin 
of the plane and made snow-shoes 
out of It, tying them to our feet 
with hits of cord. They were pretty 
crude,” Lieut. Robeson said, "but 
they enabled us to get out of the 
savannah and over to the jungle 
where the mud was just knee-deep, 
"Snow-shoes in a South Ameri­ 
can jungle!” he said. "Ripley would 
be interested in that.” 
Harked Way Through Jungle. 
Carrying 30-pound packs Includ­ 
ing mosquito 
bars 
and 
shelter 
halves, the men set out through 
the 
jungle, 
hacking 
their 
way 
through the dense underbrush for 
every step they took. Slowly and 
cautiously they moved 
over 
the 
swampy terrain for four days. 
"There was not a sign of life of 
any kind in that jungle except wild 
hogs,” 
Lieut. Robeson said. “No 
snakes, no other animals. Ju st wild 
hoars. Nothing for them to live on. 
We didn’t find so much as a wild 
berry growing out there, hut if we 
had, we would have been afraid to 
eat it.” 
Lieut. Robeson said they came 
upon a wide river 
so 
suddenly 
while hacking through the under­ 
brush that they almost fell into the 
water. 
"We hadn’t been at the river 
very long until a dugout canoe of 
natives passed by floating slowly 
downstream near the opposite hank 
about three-quarters 
of 
a 
mile 
away. 
"We shouted at them and finally 
fired a pistol to attract their at­ 
tention. When they finally saw us, 
they waved and kept on their way, 
"You couldn’t print what we said 
to those tribesmen and to each 
other when they passed us up. Why, 
I ’ll bet the air around th at place 
was blue for a week after we got 
through speaking our mind,” the 
pilot grinned. 
A few hours later another boat 
passed them up. 
Built Crude Raft. 
The group remained at the river’s 
edge for four days and by that 
time their rations had dropped to 
two square of chocolate a day for 
each man. In face of ultimate sta r­ 
vation, the men built a crude raft, 
climbed aboard and paddled to the 
middle of the river where the cur­ 
rent carried them downstream, 
"Even making 
a 
raft 
wasn't 
easy,” the lieutenant said. 
“The 
trees were all so water-logged that 
we had to cut down dozens before 
we found one that would float. F in­ 
ally we found some small trees at 
the river-edgc that were houyant 
enough, and made the raft from 
these.” 
Once on the stream, they let the 
tide carry them down, and late In 
the afternoon they sighted a native 
village. Leaving Cpl. Manley on the 
raft, the other three slipped into 
the water and pushed their raft, 
against the incoming tide toward 
the native village a half-mile away. 
Finally Recognized. 
By the use of signs and waving 
American money in front of the 
natives, which was quickly recog­ 
nized, the four men got their mess­ 
age over to the tribesmen 
who 
agreed to take the fliers to a Dutch 
outpost 30 miles away. They trav­ 
elled all night in a native dugout 
and arrived at the Dutch prison 
settlement next morning. Contact 
was made by telephone with the 
Antilles Air Command headquart-
